TOWN COLORS 
YANKEE BROWN 


Continues its wide acceptance as the most important 
volume shade for conservative town shoes in all kinds 
of leathers. A popular color with those who are not 
partial to stained or antiqued finishes. 


AMERICAN TAN 


An increasingly important lighter color for town 
wear, but used as well for casual shoes. While espe- 
cially suitable to boarded or grained Téathers, it is also 
adaptable to smooth surfaces. Although often stained 
or antiqued to take on a darker ruddier appearance, it 
is likewise a highly acceptable tone without antiquing. 


PAMPAS BROWN 


Introduced this season as a new ruddy brown for 
town shoes. Also suitable for more conservative type 
sports or country shoes. Adapted to crushed, boarded 
or smooth leathers. When darkened by the staining 
process, it does not lose its ruddy tonality. 


CHILEAN BROWN 


New lighter version of a warm rich Cordovan tone, 
replacing Cortez of last season.

Used in smooth, 
grained or reversed leathers. 


COUNTRY COLORS 
CHARRO TAN 


This smart new saddle color of golden cast appropri- 
ately derives its name from the charro, or Mexican cow- 
boy.

The mannish influence in women’s 
clothes this past Winter has given new 
importance to the tailored shoe, espe- 
cially the spectator, in many kinds of 
leathers and finishes. The popularity 
of the “antique” or “bootmaker” fin- 
ish on tailored and walking shoes has 
heen an important factor in Winter 
retail business. Spectator pumps and 
oxfords, ghillie and other oxford types, 
the military buckle monk, have done 
a flourishing business in tan calf and 
alligator grain calf, thanks, in part, to 
the new interest given by this treat- 
ment. Anticipating its strong accept- 
ance for next Fall, style-minded shoe 
men have developed a new thinner 





stain in four different colors to redden, 
neutralize or darken. “Bootmaker” 
finish it will be called to distinguish 
it from the heavy wax “antique” fin- 
ish now in use.

Reptiles . . . genuine 
and simulated . . . shrunken, crushed, 
grained and boarded calfskins and kid- 
skins are increasingly popular, along 
with the classic sueded surfaces. They 
are used in a growing number of types 
but are especially suited to casual 
town and tailored shoes. 
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The Other Half of the Fall 


Style Picture Is the Shoe for 


More Formal Occasions. The 
Influence of the Tailored and 
Casual Trend Carries over 
into this Type. Too. Leathers, 
Sithouettes and Fit Are More 
Important than Elaborate De- 


tailing in Shoes Like These. 





S©BDON’T let anyone fool you. Dressy 
shoes are still number one and will 
continue to be.” Thus the women’s 
shoe buyer in a large medium-priced 
Eastern department store, during a 
recent conversation on prospects for 
Easter selling. 

If this man’s prediction is right for 
Easter for his store, it is safe to expect 
that dressy shoes will be an important 
part of the coming Fall and Winter 
. .. the dressy season of the year . . . 
in many stores. Tailored and casual 
shoes, we know, will be important, but 
they have been definitely styled in 
leathers and colors suited to definite 
types of clothes for definite occasions. 
There will be many occasions when 
women will want to dress up, no mat- 
ter what kind of work they are doing 
from 9 to 5. For their leisure hours 
they will need, and want, a dressier 
shoe. Not too dressy, not fussy and 
impractical. Just pretty and dainty 
enough to make her feel that she is a 
different, more attractive person than 
the one who slid into her loafer type 
moccasins or laced up her ghillie or 








two-eyelet ties before hurrying off 
to work or market early that morning. 

The new not too dressy shoe shows 
the influence of the trend to casual or 
tailored types. And the influence is a 
good one. Simpler, more restrained 
treatments give better opportunity for 
appreciation of the leather, the silhou- 


ette, the fit. 


What Leathers for this Shoe? 


The number of leathers, bye the bye, 
suited to formal shoes has increased 
considerably. Suede, smooth calf and 
kidskin, a little patent, suede combined 
with reptile. Yes, all of these. But 
this Fall, there are others coming in 
for stronger play. Take all the kid- 
skins with surface interest, and the 
Crushed, grained and 
boarded leathers are not just for less 
formal shoes these days. They are fine 
and supple enough for many of the 


calfskins, too. 


more dressy patterns. They add a 
new note to the more formal shoe 
style picture. They take color in a 
different way from smooth leathers, 
fitting well into many of the soft wool 
colors of ready-to-wear fabrics. 

Color, by the bye, has been reduced 
to a minimum of six in the 1941 Fall 
Color listing, issued recently by the 
Textile Color Card Association. Two 
are carried over colors . . . Bluejacket 
and Turftan. The other four are varia- 
tions on current popular colors. Rico 
Brown . . . dark basic brown . . . and 
Kona Red . . . deep rich red . . . have 
a definite place in Fall leathers for 
dressy shoes. The other two new 
colors are Golden Tobacco . . . light 
golden brown . . . and Paniolo Tan

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“prestige” leathers. They have met the 
challenge easily, producing a full range 
of tannages, surfaces and colors here, 
which are eminently satisfactory and 
take the place of previous exclusive 
foreign imports very well. Simultane- 
ously with the war, and probably be- 
cause of the interest in military 
themes, grained leathers have come to 
the fore just as they did at the close 
of the World War in 1918. If there 
was a type of leather in which Great 
Britain seemed to excel, it was Scotch 
grains of all types. Scotch grains, in 
a dozen or more types, were the pride 
and heritage of one of the oldest and 
greatest tanneries in the world. This 
tannery had earned the reputation of 
being the finest producers of leathers 
of this type. But, as long ago as last 
Summer, American tanners were pro- 
ducing grained leathers in practically 
the same range and variety, and of 
such a quality that when made into 
shoes they were difficult to tell from the 
best of the Scotch production. 


Certain fat liquored veals, glovey 
and of a natural saddle color, very dif- 
ficult to obtain, were in demand from 
Switzerland, and natural and waxed 
calfskin, and natural Cordovan were in 
constant demand from France. Rising 
to the occasion, American tanners have 
produced most of these leathers to the 
satisfaction of the most discerning 
buyers of leathers in high grade fac- 
tories. When one looks at the advance 
samples of representative Fall lines, it 


would be difficult to believe that for- 
eign sources of supply for these leath- 
ers have been cut off. In the Fall shoes, 
we see precisely the same grains which 
have been for years imported from 
Scotland. The very plump veals, for 
which we turn to Switzerland and 
France, are to be seen in the military 
types, now associated with aviation and 
promoted as the ideal Army Officer’s 
shoe. 

But, the leather in these veal shoes 
comprise of far greater variety than 
the various types dis-ussed above. 
There are, as well as other important 
leathers represented, American as 
apple pie or corn cake, volume leathers 
for volume shoes, and fine leathers, too, 
of a quality only America could pro- 
duce. 

Thus, American tanners welcome the 
present emergency as an opportunity 
to prove their ability to make all kinds 
of leathers, and many shoe manufac- 
turers are realizing for the first time 
that American tanners produce leathers 
for their every need. Regardless of 
what demands are made on American 
tanners by the Defense Program, shoe 
manufacturers can depend on them to 
produce in ample quantities whatever 
the American public want and need for 
their shoes.
